What Is a Globe? 


Introducing the Globes 


Show students the classroom globe. Explain to them that the Earth is 
very large. People can only see part of it at a time. Tell students that a 
globe is a small model used to show the whole Earth. Like Earth, a globe 
is shaped like a ball. The globe shows Earth’s largest land areas, called 
continents. The largest water areas are called oceans. The globe also 
shows an imaginary line called the equator that runs around the center 


of Earth. 


Show students the pictures of the globes. Talk about the top globe 
picture and how it shows the shape of a globe. Explain that a picture 

of a globe can only show one half of the round Earth at a time. Have 
students look at the two other pictures of globes that show two views of 


Earth. Point out the equator and show how it goes around the surface of 
the Earth. Show students the North Pole and the South Pole. Also name 
the continents and the oceans shown on each globe picture. 


Be sure to read the caption with students and review the vocabulary for 
the week.

What Is a Map? 


Explain to students that a map is a drawing of a place as if seen from 
above. The main purpose of a map is to show where things or places are 
located. A map is different from a globe because a map is a flat picture 
and a globe is round like a ball. A map can show a close-up view of an 
area, and it is easy to carry around or print in a book. Also, a map can 
show us how far one place is from another. Explain that maps can show 
different types of places and things, for example: a world map, a state 
map, a city map, and a neighborhood map. 


Show students the map of the world. Explain that the surface of the 
Earth is made up of large landmasses, called continents, and large bodies 
of water, called oceans. Explain that maps show the continents and 
oceans by depicting lines, called borders. The borders on the world map 
show the outside edges of the continents and oceans. This map shows 
the seven continents and five oceans. 


Be sure to read the caption with students and review the vocabulary 
words that are included for the week.

Explain to students that in order to understand the information on a 
map they must look at certain parts of the map. ‘The first part is the title, 
which tells readers what the map is about. Another common part is the 
map key. Explain to students that a map key is a list of symbols used to 
represent objects and places on a map. Explain that the symbols on a 
map are pictures that stand for something real. Share with students that 
most maps have a common symbol called a compass rose. Tell students 
that a compass rose is a symbol that shows the four main directions on a 
map. The four main directions are North, South, East, and West. These 
are also called cardinal directions. 


Show students the map of Sandy Shores. Study the map and point out 
each part of the map. As a class, read the caption so students understand 
which parts are labeled on this map. Then ask students to locate and 
describe the title. Ask students to locate the map key. As a class, read the 
definition of a map key. Remind students that each symbol in the map 
key represents a feature of the map. Have students find the hotel on the 
key and on the map. Ask students to name the hotel. 


Then ask students to locate the compass rose. As a class, read what a 
compass rose shows. Point out that most compass roses use initials to 
indicate the cardinal directions. N-North; S-South; E—East; W—West. 
Have students practice finding places on the map. Ask them to locate the 


shop on the map. Ask students in which direction the shop is from the 
lake. The shop is north of the lake. 


Review the parts of the map and the vocabulary throughout the week to 
check for understanding.

Tell students that a compass rose is a symbol that shows the directions on 
a map. The four main directions are north, south, east, and west. These 
are also called cardinal directions. Tell students that the second type of 
directions found on a compass rose are called intermediate directions. 
Explain that intermediate directions are between the main directions on 
a compass rose. Tell students that there are four intermediate directions, 
northeast, northwest, southeast, and southwest. Explain that we use 
intermediate directions when we need to know a more exact direction. 


Show students the map of the neighborhood. Have students find the 
compass rose and put one finger on north and another finger on east. 
Ask them which direction is between north and east (northeast). Explain 
that when you name intermediate directions, you combine orth or 
south with east or west to make one word. Point out that north and south 
always begin the intermediate direction. For example, to say northeast 

is correct. To say eastnorth is incorrect. Explain that abbreviations are 
used for intermediate directions: northeast—NE; northwest—NW;; 
southeast—SE; southwest—SE. 


Have students look at the police station. Ask them in which direction 
the police station is from the library. The police station is north of the 
library. Then ask students in which direction the post office is from the 
police station. The post office is southeast of the police station. 


You may wish to ask more directional questions to check for 
understanding. Review vocabulary with the students as needed 
throughout the week.

A Map Grid 


Share with students that some maps have lines on them. These lines 
form a pattern called a grid. Tell students the definition of a grid. 
Expand on the definition by telling students that the squares formed by 
the grid are marked with letters and numbers. On some maps, the letters 
run across the top and the numbers run down the side. On other maps, 
they may find the opposite is ttue—the numbers run across the top and 
letters run down the side. Explain to students that grids on maps help 
people locate specific things on a map more readily. 


Show students the map of the park. Have students look at the map key. 
Discuss the symbols in the key and have students find the symbols on 
the map. Point out the grid lines on the map. Show students how the 
grid lines form squares. Have students find the letter “A” at the side of 
the map. Then have the students find the number “1” at the top of the 
map. The first square in the top row is called Al. Ask students what is 
located in Al (picnic table). 


Give students other grid locations to check for understanding. Review 
the concept of a map grid and vocabulary words throughout the week.

Tell students that some maps have lines on them that form a pattern 
called a grid. Review the definition of a grid. Tell students that the 
squares formed by the grid are marked with letters and numbers. On 
some maps the letters run across the top and the numbers run down the 
side. On other maps, they may find the opposite is true—the numbers 
run across the top and letters run down the side. Remind students that 
grids on maps help people more readily locate specific things on a map. 


Show students the grid map of the state of Alabama. Have students find 
the letter “C” at the side of the map. Then have the students find the 
number “2” at the top of the map. The second square in the third row 

is called C2. Ask students what is located in C2 (Tuscaloosa). You may 
choose to give students another grid location to check for understanding. 


Point out the map index. Explain to students that a map index is 
included on some maps. Tell students that a map index is like an index 
in a book. The index at the back of the book leads students to a specific 
place in the book. A map index leads students to a specific place on a 
map. Read the names of the cities and their grid locations on the index. 


Review the concepts of a map grid and index throughout the week. Also, 
review vocabulary as needed.

A Map Key 


Tell students that a map key is a list of symbols used to represent objects 
and places on a map. Explain that the symbols on a map are pictures 
that stand for something real. 


Have students look at the map of the state of Illinois. Ask students to 
locate the map key. Point out that this map key includes seven symbols. 
A star symbol is used to denote the capital city; a shaded box symbol is 
used to denote large cities; a large dot is used to denote medium cities; 
and a small dot is used to denote small towns. A wavy line symbol 

is used to denote rivers, and an oval symbol is used to denote a lake. 
Review the definitions of capital, city, town, river, and lake. A dashed line 
with dots represents state borders. 


Include Illinois’ borders in your discussion. Use the small map of the 
United States to review the borders of Illinois. Point out that Indiana, 
Kentucky, Missouri, lowa, Wisconsin, and Lake Michigan share borders 
with Illinois. Also point out the rivers that border the state, as well.

A Map Scale 


Explain to students that certain elements are found on maps, such as: 

a title, key, compass rose, and a map grid. Tell students that places and 
things on a map are shown much smaller than their real size. A map 
shows things much closer together than they are in real life. Some maps 
have a map scale on them. Explain that a scale is like a map ruler: it is 
used to measure distances on a map. 


A scale defines the distances between places on a map. A bar scale is 
used for this lesson. A bar scale uses a graphic to show the relationship 
between the distance on a map and the actual distance represented. 


Show students the map of the state of Texas. Have them look at the 
scale at the bottom of the map. They will notice that the scale is in both 
standard and metric measurements. For this lesson, students will use a 
standard ruler. First, have students use their rulers to measure 100 miles 
on the scale. The answer is one inch. Therefore, one inch on the map 
represents 100 miles. Have students use their rulers to find the distance 
between Austin and San Antonio. The distance is about one inch on the 
map which represents 100 miles. 


Point out that other distances and measurements have been given for 
reference on the map page. Have students measure the distance from El 
Paso to Corpus Christi (about 6 inches). Tell them that they will have 
to add 100 miles for each inch (100 + 100 + 100 + 100 + 100 + 100 = 
600). So the actual distance is 600 miles. 


Please note that the bar scale and distances have been simplified for this 
level. Students should estimate measurements to the nearest 1/2 inch. 
You may choose to introduce this skill at a later time in the year when 
the students are more familiar with measurement.

Explain to students that a mental map is a map you picture in your 
mind. Ask students to picture where their classroom is. Have them think 
about where the office is, the cafeteria, and the library. Tell them the 
picture they have in their mind is a mental map. 


Explain that where one thing is in relation to another is called location. 
Tell students that when they made a mental map of the school, they 
were picturing the location of the different rooms in the school. 


Show students the map of North America. Talk about the countries 
on the continent. The students will probably recognize the three large 
countries of Canada, the United States, and Mexico.

Now give students a blank piece of paper and have them draw a simple 
sketch of the shape of North America from memory. Have them 
compare their map sketch with the actual map. Tell students that making 
a mental picture of places helps them to understand where different 
places in the world are located. 


Students may find it difficult to understand the concept of mental maps 
and may need a review each day. Encourage students to try to answer 

as many questions as possible without looking at the map. Then have 
students look at the map to check their answers.

Tell students 
that maps that show these features are called physical maps. Physical 
maps show the natural landforms and water on Earth’s surface. Discuss 
that a physical map might show a small area such as a park, or larger 
areas such as states, regions, or countries. 


Show students the physical map of the state of Colorado. Discuss the 
physical features and the symbols that represent them. Tell students that 
Colorado is in the heart of the Rocky Mountains. The Rockies are the 
longest mountain system in North America. Share with students that 
there are between 50 and 60 peaks that reach 14,000 feet (4,279 m) or 
more. Mount Elbert is the highest peak in Colorado. Another famous 
peak is called Pikes Peak. The mountains are rich in gold, silver, lead, 
and iron. The mountains are also famous for mountain climbing and 
snow skiing. 


Point out that the eastern part of the state is made up of plains called 
the Great Plains. Herds of cattle and sheep graze on the plains. There are 
many wheat and cornfields on the plains. 


Share with students that there are important rivers in Colorado. Name 
the rivers on the map and tell students that seven western states get their 
water from the Colorado River. 


Show students Colorado’s location on the small map of the United 
States. Remind students that only a sampling of landforms and 
waterways are shown on the map.

A plateau of high 
flat land covers most of northern Arizona. Millions of years ago, rushing 
water of the Colorado River cut through the layers of rock and formed 
the Grand Canyon. The Grand Canyon is one of the largest canyons 

in the world. The walls of the canyon have different shades and colors. 
People from all over the world come to see the colorful Grand Canyon. 
Read the caption on the map page to review its dimensions. Humphreys 
Peak, the highest point in Arizona, is also located in this high plateau, 
near Flagstaff. 


Talk about the deserts of Arizona. The Painted Desert in northeastern 
Arizona is known for its colorful rock formations. The Sonoran Desert 
in southern Arizona is hot and dry, but it also gets short periods of heavy 
rains. Giant saguaro cactus plants grow there. The desert consists of 
gravel-covered plains, rocky hills and mountains, and dry lakes and 
riverbeds. 


Be sure to read the names of the rivers on the map. Point out Arizona's 
location on the small map of the United States. Remind students that 
only a sampling of physical features has been included on the map of 
Arizona.

Share with students that physical features on a map may include: 
mountains, valleys, plains, oceans, lakes, rivers, and waterfalls. Tell 
students that maps that show these features are called physical maps. 
Physical maps show the natural landforms and water on Earth’s surface. 
Discuss that a physical map might show a small area such as a park, or 
larger areas such as states, regions, or countries. 


Show students the physical map of the state of Minnesota. Discuss 

the physical features and the symbols that represent them. Explain to 
students that millions of years ago large glaciers covered Minnesota. The 
glaciers moved across the land and flattened it into plains. Explain to 
students that the glaciers were so big that when they began to melt they 
created many lakes. Because of this, Minnesota has thousands of clear 
blue lakes. Have students name the lakes that are labeled on the map. 
Share with students that Lake Superior, the largest of the Great Lakes, 
borders Minnesota. Be sure to read the caption to students.

A Physical Map: Hawaii 


Share with students that physical features on a map may include: 
mountains, valleys, plains, islands, oceans, lakes, and volcanoes. Tell 
students that maps that show these features are called physical maps. 
Physical maps show the natural landforms and water on Earth’s surface. 
Discuss that a physical map might show a small area such as a park, or 
larger areas such as states, regions, or countries. 


Show students the physical map of the state of Hawaii. Tell students 
that the physical features that will be highlighted this week are islands, 
mountains, and volcanoes. Explain to students that Hawaii is the only 
state that is not located in North America. Hawaii is a chain of volcanic 
islands that is 2,400 miles (3,860 km) southwest of the mainland of 
the United States. Hawaii is actually made up of 132 islands, but most 
of them are too tiny for people to live on. The eight largest islands are 
called the main islands of Hawaii. 


Explain to students that the Hawaiian Islands were formed by the 
eruption of undersea volcanoes. The volcanic mountains that created 
the Hawaiian Islands are among the greatest mountain ranges on Earth. 
Most of the volcanoes are no longer active, but some continue to erupt. 
The most active volcano is on the “Big Island,” or Hawaii. It is called 
Kilauea. Since 1952, this volcano has erupted 34 times. Since 1983, 
Kilauea has continually erupted along the eastern rim. ‘The eruptions 
have added 544 acres of lava and black sand beaches to the big island. 
Mauna Loa is the highest volcanic mountain in the state. It erupts about 
every four years. 


Be sure to help students pronounce the names of the islands and review 
the vocabulary throughout the week. Remind students there are other 
active volcanoes in Hawaii, but only two were highlighted on this map.

The Statue of Liberty 


Tell students that places, buildings, structures, and statues have come to 
represent or symbolize a region. Give students the example of Mount 
Rushmore. When people think of Mount Rushmore, they think about 
the founding fathers of our country. Ask students to name some other 
cultural symbols in the United States. They may come up with such 
landmarks as the White House or the Lincoln Memorial. 


Show students the map of New York City and the island on which the 
Statue of Liberty stands. Help students notice that the Statue of Liberty 
is on Liberty Island in New York Harbor. Read the labeled parts of the 
Statue of Liberty with students. Talk about how long ago people sailed 
to New York, and the first thing they saw was this statue. The Statue of 
Liberty welcomed new people to the country. She stood for liberty or 
freedom. This is true today as well. People immigrate to the U.S. from 
other countries. Many come through New York City, and they see this 
symbol of freedom. Millions of people also visit New York just to see this 
gigantic monument. 


Share the following facts about the monument: 


¢ The country of France gave the Statue of Liberty to the United 
States as a gift. The gift symbolizes the freedom and democracy 
that both countries share. 


¢ The Statue of Liberty’s complete name is “Liberty Enlightening the 
World.” She is also called “Lady Liberty.” 


¢ The copper statue is 151 feet (46 meters) tall. She stands on a 
concrete and stone base that is 154 feet (47 meters) high.

Essential Element 2: Standard 6 


Tell students that a cultural landmark is a place, building, structure, or 
statue that has come to represent or symbolize a region or culture. Give 
students the example of the Statue of Liberty. Ask students to name 
some other cultural landmarks in the United States. Most students will 
probably name monuments or buildings in Washington, D.C., such as 
the Washington Monument or the Lincoln Memorial. 


Share with students that Washington, D.C., is the headquarters of the 
country’s national government. The president, members of Congress, 
and thousands of other government employees work there. Ask students 
if they know where the White House is located. Explain that the address 
for the White House is 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue. The White House 

is a symbol for the country. It is a cultural landmark that stands for 
America’s unity and democratic traditions. 


Show students the grid map of the White House area in Washington, 
D.C. Name the buildings and Ellipse for students. Tell students the 
Ellipse is an oval-shaped, park-like area. Define other words for students 
such as executive, reflecting, and department as needed. Read the captions 
with students as well. 


Share with students that this map has lines on it. These lines form a 
pattern called a grid. Tell students the definition of a grid. Expand on 
the definition by telling students that the squares formed by the grid 
are marked with letters and numbers. Point out the numbers and letters 
on the grid. Explain to students that grids on maps help people locate 
specific things on a map more readily. 


Ask students to find the White House on the map. Explain that the 
White House is located in square A2. Check for understanding by 
having students find another building on the map. Practice using the 
grid squares to locate places on the map. Tell students that square Al 
has been left blank. They will be adding something to that square on 
the challenge question.

A Weather Map 


Introduce the term weather. Explain to students that weather is the 
condition of the air at a certain place and time. Tell students that there 
are many kinds of weather. The weather may be warm and sunny in one 
place and cold and raining in another. There are many ways to describe 
the weather. We talk about temperature, precipitation, and the sun. 
Explain to students that when you measure how hot or cold the air is, 
you are measuring the temperature of the air. 


Explain that precipitation is any form of water that falls from clouds. 
Rain, snow, hail, and sleet are all different kinds of precipitation. Explain 
that sunlight carries energy, which warms up the Earth and affects our 
weather. Tell students that because air can flow, it carries heat from one 
place to another. This is what produces our weather. 


Show students the weather map of the North-Central region of the 
United States. Talk about the states that make up this region. Point out 
the small map of the United States. Discuss the location of the region in 
the U.S. and what kinds of weather they think this area would have. 


Look at the weather symbols used in the map key. Point out that the 
rain, snow, and thunderstorm symbols tell students that precipitation 
is taking place. The sun symbol tells students that the sun is shining. 
Explain that high temperatures indicate warm air flow and low 
temperatures indicate cool air flow. 


Also, talk about how water freezes at 32°F. The Fahrenheit scale has 
been used for this lesson. You may wish to extend the lesson to include 
temperatures in degrees Celsius as well.

Oregon’s Forests 


Discuss with students that an ecosystem is a community of plants 

and animals, interacting with their environment. Talk about different 
ecosystems in the world such as grasslands and deserts. Another 
ecosystem that students will be familiar with is a forest. Tell students that 
a forest is a large area of land covered with trees. Explain that students 
will be looking at Oregon’s forest ecosystem. 


Show students the map of Oregon's forests. Give students background 
information on Oregon's forest ecosystem as they look at the map. 
Tell students that forests cover almost half of Oregon. ‘The state is best 
known for its evergreen trees. Common names include cedar, fir, pine, 
and spruce trees. The state tree is the Douglas fir. Some of Oregon’s 
Douglas firs reach heights of 250 feet (76 meters). 


Share with students that Oregon has eleven national forests. The forests 
are protected and preserved by the National Park Service. Tell students 
that forests are also planted in Oregon. Oregon produces more lumber 
than any other state. Oregon is also a major producer of Christmas trees 
that are shipped all over the country. 


Read about the different plants and animals that are in the forests on 
the map page. Tell students that only a sampling of the many plants and 
animals of Oregon’s forests are listed.

Introduce the term population. Explain to students that when you talk 
about the population of a city you are talking about the number of 
people who live in the city. Talk about how each state has a different 
total population. California has the largest population in the United 
States. It has several large cities like Los Angeles and San Diego. New 
York is another state that has a large population. New York City is the 
largest city in the U.S., with a population of over eight million people. 


Discuss how some states are very large in area, but they have small 
populations. Show students the map and population chart of Wyoming. 
Explain that Wyoming is very large in area, but that it has the smallest 
population of all the states in the United States. 


Show students the map of the state of Wyoming. Have students look 

at the cities on the map and read their populations from the chart. Ask 
students which city on the map has the largest population. Cheyenne, 
the capital, has the largest population. Have students point to its 
location on the map. Check for understanding by repeating this process 
with another city on the map. Help students notice that all the cities 
have fewer than 60,000 people. 


In this lesson, students will practice reading a map and a chart. You may 
wish to extend the lesson to include a discussion about the census. Tell 
students that the census is taken every ten years in the United States.

A County Fair 


Explain to students that the term cu/ture is used to explain a way of life. 
Culture includes ideas, art, customs, and traditions. A custom can be a 

tradition that is passed down through many generations. One example 

of a custom would be a town that celebrates Independence Day with a 

parade each year. Ask students for other examples of customs they have 
in their families. 


One custom many communities have is a county fair. Students may 
remember the county fair in the book Charlottes Web, or they may have 
attended or participated in the county fair in their area. Discuss things 
they have experienced at the county fair. 


Explain that a county fair may include animals, shows, rides, games, and 
food. Tell students that people from the community often enter their 
handmade goods such as art, crafts, and baked goods into a contest at 
the county fair. People show the animals or livestock they have raised. 
‘The animals are judged and receive ribbons for things like “best of 
show.” Carnivals and grandstand acts are also parts of a typical county 
fair. 


Show students the county fair map. Talk about the different areas and 
what kinds of things are located in each area. Be sure to read the labels 
on the map and review the vocabulary words with students.

Tell students that many states produce or make the food we buy in 
stores. Sometimes a state is known for the product that it grows or 
makes. For example, Florida is known for the oranges it grows. Idaho 
is known for its potatoes. Iowa is famous for the production of corn 


and hogs. 


Show students the product map of Wisconsin. Point out the symbols 

in the map key and on the map. Explain to students that the cow icon 
represents areas where dairy farms are located in the state, not the 
location of individual farms. Discuss the different areas of the state that 
have dairy farms. Help students notice that the eastern part of the state 
has the most dairy farms. Talk about the cities that are located in this 
area as well. Mention that there are a few areas west of the Wisconsin 
River that have dairy farms, but that the northern part of the state is not 
known for dairy farming. Tell students the northern part of Wisconsin 
is made up mostly of forests. 


Share with students that Wisconsin is known as “America’s Dairyland” 
because it is a top producer of milk and milk products. The milk is used 
to make different kinds of cheese and butter. Read other interesting facts 
about dairy farming on the map with students. The dairy statistics are 
from the United States Department of Agriculture National Agricultural 
Statistics Service (USDA NASS), 2011.

The Bluegrass Region 
of Kentucky 


Explain to students that humans depend on the land for many needs. 
Humans have changed the land around them for such uses as houses, 
growing crops, and finding natural resources such as coal and oil. 


Tell students that different communities use land in different ways. 
Some communities grow fruits and vegetables on the land; some 
communities raise animals on the land; and some communities have 
large National Parks on the land. The way people use land shapes the 
culture of the people. 


Explain to students that the state of Kentucky has different types of 
land. It has large fields of farmland, rolling hills, several rivers, forests, 
mountains, and caves. Kentucky's different land areas are called regions. 
Show students the map of the Bluegrass Region of Kentucky. Talk about 
how this region is good for raising livestock. This region has a special 
kind of grass. Bluegrass is really green, but blue buds in the spring make 
the grass appear a bluish-green color. Read the facts about the region 
with students. 


Tell students that champion racehorses are raised in the Bluegrass 
Region. Point out Lexington, Kentucky, on the map. Tell students that 
Lexington, Kentucky, is known as the “horse capital of the world.” 
Explain to students that much of the land in Lexington is used for horse 
farms. A famous horse race called the “Kentucky Derby” is held in 
Louisville, Kentucky. Point out other physical features such as rivers 
and mountains in Kentucky.

A Tourist Map: California 


Ask students to name a state they would like to visit and tell why. An 
example might be the state of New York. Students may point out cities 
they would like to visit such as New York City or Buffalo. Physical 
features might include such places as Niagara Falls or Long Island. 
Human-made features might include the Statue of Liberty or Radio City 
Music Hall. 


Explain to students that the physical features of a state help to determine 
what kinds of tourist attractions are possible. Show students the tourist 
map of California. Discuss the physical features of the state. Point out 
that many tourists come to California to see the Pacific Ocean. They 
come to go whale watching or visit the islands along the coast. They also 
come to hike in the mountains or see giant redwood trees. Point out 
famous landmarks such as Lassen Volcano, Lake Tahoe, and the Mojave 
Desert. Students should notice the national parks that are featured as 
well. 


Talk about other human-made tourist attractions on the map such as 
Disneyland, Golden Gate Bridge, Hollywood, and the Monterey Bay 
Aquarium. 


Remind students that only a sampling of the tourist attractions in 
California are on the map. You may wish to extend the lesson by adding 
more attractions to the map.

Minerals of Alaska 


Ask students to name a natural resource. Students may say resources 
such as air, water, and land. Tell students that natural resources include 
those things, but that there are also mineral natural resources on Earth. 


Mineral resources include coal, oil, stone, and sand. Fossil fuels—coal, 
oil, and natural gas—provide heat, light, and power to many people. 
Explain that mineral fuels or fossil fuels can be used up. They are 
limited. 


Show students the map of Alaska. Talk about the following fuels that are 
mined in Alaska: oil and natural gas. Read the map key with the students 
and have them locate the different minerals shown on the map. Share 
with students that Alaska produces almost one million barrels of oil per 
day. It produces 13% of the oil and natural gas in the United States. 
Please note that these statistics may change from year to year. 


Talk about another important mineral in Alaska—the metal gold. Tell 
students that Alaska has rich deposits of gold near Fairbanks and Nome. 
Other minerals mined in Alaska include silver, zinc, lead, crushed stone, 
and sand and gravel. These minerals are not shown on the map. Read the 
“Did You Know” facts with students.

The Lewis and Clark Trail 


Ask students if they have ever looked at maps that show what places were 
like long ago. An example might include a map of a colonial town. Tell 


students that this kind of map would be called a history map. 
Show students the map of The Lewis and Clark Trail. Share with 


students that this map shows a time when the eastern part of the 
United States was divided into states and territories, while the West was 
wilderness. Explain that Thomas Jefferson, the third president of the 
United States, purchased new lands, called the Louisiana Territory, from 
France in 1803. 


This purchase doubled the size of the United States. President Jefferson 
wanted to expand the United States by exploring the new territory. He 
also wanted to find an easy route to the Pacific Ocean. 


President Jefferson decided to send his secretary Meriwether Lewis and 
former army commander William Clark to explore the new territory. On 
May 14, 1804, Lewis, Clark, and about 40 other men began the long 
journey that would take them more than 8,000 miles (12,800 km) from 
St. Louis to the Pacific Ocean and back. Lewis and Clark made maps 
and kept journals along the way. People used the maps and journals to 
open up the western wilderness to new settlers. 


Have students follow the trail from St. Louis, Missouri, to the Pacific 
Ocean. Read the caption and look at the pictures of the two explorers. 
Review the vocabulary with students.
